Stettinius and other spokesmen 
for the charter testified in a hearing 
room jammed at the outset with 500 
spectators, The former secretary of 
state, who will be U.S. delegate to 
the Umited Nations Council, said 
that the charter is a “truly effec- 
tive instrument for lasting peace.”

Partial Eclipse

Light smoke and scattered

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Civic Salaries 


At the request of the finance committee 
of the city council, the city commissioners 
and the city comptroller will bring in a 
report on the question of revising the sal- 
aries of civic department heads and senior 
civic officials. 

Tt has been pointed out that some of 
Edmonton's superintendents are actually 
getting less today than they were in 1913. 

This point, of course, is the very crux 
of the matter. Any employee in a position 
of responsibility who has not increased 
his usefulness since 1913 should be sum- 
marily retired. Any employee who has in- 
creased his usefulness since that time or 
even in the past five years should certainly 
be getting more money. 

The task of putting together a report 
on these circumstances is not altogether, 
then, a mere matter of fixing a just salary 
to a certain job. There are two factors 
which must enter with equal force into the 
calculations. The first is the salary in its 
relation to living costs and the second is 
the salary in relation to the value of the 
incumbent. 

It is a perfectly sound principle to fol- 
low in fixing the emoluments of all public 
officials that good men cannot be hired 
for poor wages. It is an equally sound 
principle that an inefficient or disinter- 
ested or weary employee is expensive at 
any price. 

It would appear to be a matter of wis- 
dom to consult both principles in bringing 
down the required report.

There has been a nebulous suggestion, 
coming from somewhere, that a Canadian 
should be appointed to the governor-gen- 
eralship of this Kingdom of Canada, The 
proposal, obviously, has its merits and its 
disadvantages. It is unfortunate that the 
latter appear to outnumber the former. 

Without regard to the fact that the 
governor-general is the personal represen- 
tative of the King in Canada and that His 
Majesty should choose to suit himself, the 
debate as carried on in the press has un- 
covered a fairly sorry lot of arguments for 
the affirmative. 

It is contended, for instance, that a 
Canadian should be appointed to this post 
as a means of proclaiming our release from 
colonial bonda Surely the Canadian 
spirit is sorely lacking in national stature 
if we have to lean on such frail symbolism 
to advertise our sovereignty. It is a strik- 
ing exposition of the inferiority complex to 
quibble about the birthplace of a viceroy 
who by the very nature of his office be- 
comes a Canadian the very moment he 
steps on Canadian soil. 

One might just as well argue that the 
coronation of George VI as King of Canada 
was an affront to Canadians because he 
did not happen to be born in Toronto. But 
posters nationalistic bigotry does go that 

ar. 

Possibly the most forthright argument 
against this proposal lies in the very vio- 
lence with which the press and certain 
Societies devoted to the public weal have 
seized it in their teeth and worried it. 

_ The vigor with which these institu- 
tions have fallen to the task of making 
nominations to the exalted post indicates 
what a terrific and undignified scramble 
would ensue should be project become an 
accomplished fact. An office which should 
transcend the individual, just as royalty 
transcends the king, would be trampled 
into the mud as a stepping stone for 
ambition. 

Royalty is maintained in democratic 
England because it affixes government to 
a final authority which represents, not the 
whim of a generation, but the continuing 
genius of a nation. 

How can that office be pulled down in 
Canada to the level of political patronage? 
What a perversion of ideology to convert 
something which is essentially super-poli- 
tical into nothing more than the choicest 
of political plums!

major crime and resulted from it. 

It may not be possible to prove that all 
the accused had actual part in framing 
this fiendish conspiracy. That is the only 
condition on which they or any of them can 
be entitled to escape the ultimate punish- 
ment. To hang or shoot even the bosses of 
death factories and torture camps would 
be inconsistent and unjust discrimination 
unless the same penalty is meted out to 
any and every scoundrel who is shown to 
have helped plot the pian of aggression of 
which these institutions were only horrible 
details. 

If war is not again to be made “an 
instrument of national policy’ the men 
who so used it must be punished, with cer- 
tainty and the utmost possible severity. 
They are the arch-criminals, whether or 
not they ever personally directed the 
shooting of hostages or the commital of 
other acts of savagery. Only if these are 
punished for conspiring to start war will 
the leaders of nations know in future that 
the wages of war-making is death.

Ontario Security Frauds 


Racketeers Were First to) 
Charge Impeding Mining 


Development 
By J. H. GRAY 

One good test of the validity of 
the criticism of stock selling rackets 
in Toronto is the reaction of the tip- 
ster sheets and mining journals. 
That reaction has been spontaneous 
and uniform and tfiose who have 
dared to criticize the racketeers are 
accused of hindering mining devel- 
opment in Canada 

This is an automatic response 
with these journals, Whenever 
abuses are criticized, or an attempt 
is made to tighten security laws, 
the parrot cry of impeding mining 


development is raised. What are the | 
| facts? One fact is that great harm 
is being done to our mining indus- | 


try by high pressure promotion of 
moose pasture syndicates and fly- 
by-night mining companies. Another 
is that no honest mine developer 
has anything to lose by exposure of 
frauds, Another is that no sound 
mining development can ever be 
built upon the foundation of fraud. 
* * * 


Aside altogether of the money 
that has been lost, and more that 
will be lost, the condition which has 
arisen in Toronto poses a threat to 
future development of our mines. 
A new generation of investors and 
speculators is coming into the mar- 
ket. The current mining boom is 
built not upon the development of 
mines but upon drill-hole results. 
Becausé of the unhealthy emphasis 
that is being placed upon drill core 
assays, the public is being mis- 
educated in the nature of mine 


| making. They are coming to expect 
| quick results. They wait impatiently 
| for the results ‘of each drill hole. 
| They ignore completely the fact 
| that making a mine is a very slow 
| and often discouraging and difficult 
| business, 


Fundementally, there has been 
no development of new mines in 
Canada since 1942 when the gov- 


{ernment stopped all underground 


prospecting. There has been more 
diamond drilling done, on the sur- 
face, than ever before. But diamond 
drilling does not develop a mine. 
It only shows where it may be pos- 
sible to develop a mine and it pro- 
vides the mine manager with direc- 
tion to be taken when he sinks his 
shaft 500 feet into the earth and 
Grifts along the veins. 

The diamond drill hole is an

mind it can indeed be loaded with 
fools’ gold. The records of this 
country are littered with mining 
companies which were encouraged 
by diamond drills to go under- 
ground, to set up mills and com- 
pany towns; only to have the ore 
disappear at depth. 

The people of Manitoba will have 
no difficulty recalling the names of 
great prospects which though com- 
petently managed failed to make 
mines. The managers of these mines 
did everything they could to keep 
their mines in ore, once the real 
development started. That they 
failed is no reflection on them or 
on Manitoba geology. It is simply 
a fact which is now being ignored 
by the multitude of mining stock 
speculators. 

Canada needs speculators for the 
development of her mines. Mining 
stock is a speculation, and a big 
one; but profits are immense for 
those who hit a winner. Literally 
scores of mining companies which 
fajled to make mines on their own 
properties are pouring their money 
into new prospects. But they cannot 
begin to develop all the prospects 
which have been uncovered. Money 
for that must come from the public. 

* * * 


Few mines are ever brought into 
production without the expenditure 
of upwards of $500,000. The need for 
such large sums of money under- 
lines another weakness of current 
promotional practice. There has 
been such a proliferation of mining 
companies within the last two years 
that better than $300,000,000 would 
be required immediately to sink 
| shafts and develop them all. The 
sales campaigns to get this money 
will result im successful financing 
for some and failure for many. 
Those who fail to raise money will 
sink into oblivion, with attendant 
loss to investors. 

Literally scores of these com- 
panies will be beaten before they 
start. With a third of their capital 
stock given to the vendors of the 
mine property, with most of the 
|balance sold for five, 10 and 15 
cents a share to finance surface 
development, they will reach the 
|stage where money is needed for 
underground development and their 
| treasury will be depleted of capital 
| stock. The better prospects will try 
to carry on. They will reorganize, 
as most of the Canadian gold mines 
have had to re-organize. The share- 
holders’ equity will be reduced by

Another Chance for Mankind 


Prompt Action by U.S. 
Senate ‘Needed to Keep 
Peace of World 
By EDGAR ANSEL MOWRER 
The United Nations Charter fin- 

ally completed after two months’ 

arduous negotiations at San Fran- 
cisco is a great historical act. 

For one reason only. Not because 
it will—if accepted by the U.S. Sen- 
ate—set up a political mechanism 
that can prevent war. This is just 
what the new mechanism will not 
do—as its authors are now candidly 
admitting. 

Not because it provides a world 
forum where all nations can air 
their grievances, present their argu- 
ments, appeal to the “conscience of 
mankind” (if there is any such en- 
tity). The League of Nations provid- 
ed just such a forum. 

Not because of a noble preamble 
and statement of aims—a chapter 
that reads like noble music. The 
spirit behind the Geneva Organiza- 
tion was precisely as noble and the 
body of people gathered into the 
original Geneva Secretariat one of 
the finest human groups ever 
assembled, devoted in body and 
soul to the cause of international 
co-operation for peace. 

Not because it provides a mechan- 
ism for “removing the economic 
causes of war”. It does nothing of 


the sort. It provides a social and | 


economic council where men from 
all parts of the globe can sit and 
talk about social and economic 
problems, suggest to each other 
what might be done to eliminate 
this or that cause of friction or con- 
ceivably to improve the economic 
set-up. But they can only talk. 
Therefore the economic proposals 
will be entertained by the several 
governments only so far as a pre- 
established political harmony al- 
ready exists among them. 

The new charter is certainly not 
great because it provides means for 
“peoples to learn to get on with 
each other”’—as the pollyannas are 
now announcing. The new world 
body as now planned will be an 
organization of governments, not of 
peoples. It will represent the latter 
only so far as these are truly repre- 
sented by their governments—some- 
thing that can be said for only a 
small part of the earth's population. 

It is not even true that the prom- 
ised trusteeship marks any great 
advance on the League Mandate 
system. It does provide for certain 
social care and it contains noble 
talk about ultimate “self govern- 
meftt” for peoples presently held in 
dependence. But there has been no 
lack of such talk for the last fifty 
years (“white man’s burden” was 
the original phrase). Essentially 
the new trusteeships will be posses- 
sions. The proof is, every one of 
them is left in the hands of an in- 
dividual nation. If the delegations 
at San Francisco had wanted to set 
up a real trusteeship they would 
have put these “wards” under the 
Internationa! Organization and pro- 
vided for their joint administration.

League, not a progress. The old 
League in two instances, the Saar 
and Free City of Danzig, prac- 
tised onal administration.

consumption is not expected to fall 
below 130 pounds, which would be 
a reduction of 12 per cent from the 
present consumption. 

In addition to the meat ration 
Canadians could eat unrationed fish 
and poultry.

“The individual consumer meat 
ration as announced Friday will be 
two pounds a week on a carcass

And you can 
pity both the parents and the boy 
because both are losing the love 
that should exist between fathers 
and mothers and children and that 
is the most precious thing in the 
world.

—John Curtin, Australia’s 60-year- 
old Labor prime minister who died 
at Canberra Thursday after a long 
illness, was buried yesterday in the 
Perth cemetery near his home after
